HOW WORKERS LIVE. 

An English health journal expresses 
great surprise at the quantity of food 
eaten by Americans, as against English 
laborers. It is very curious to see how 
different foods preponderate in different 
industries. The textile worker in Europe 
will have 95 pounds of meat per annum 
for every 100 units of consumption, or, 
say, a quarter of a pound of meat a day, 
while steel workers indulge in 114 pounds 
for every 100 units. On the other hand, 
the weaver consumes more flour than the 
steel worker—275 pounds per 100 units in- 
stead of 208 pounds. He also takes 
about 71 pounds of sugar more per 100 
Units, and a dozen more eggs; of butter, 
Jard and tea, both take about the same. 
though both in tea and coffee the weaver 
a little exceeds the other. That is, in 


muscular exertion, a greater amount of 
nitrogenous food is required. On the 
European continent the consumption of 
meat by workers is much less than 
in Britain. Even in the iron industry 
the German, with 16% pounds per 100 
units, is Itttle more extravagant t 

the English weaver, while the Frenchm 

consumes only 57% pounds, and the Bel- 
gian 55% pounds. On the other hand, 
the latter consume more flour and eggs, 
more than twice as much of each. Their 
consumption of coffee, too, is large—14 
| pounds, and 19 pounds respectively to 
the Englishman's 3% pounds; but it must 
also be taken in the reckoning that tea 
does not appear in their accounts. But 


all these figures pale before the statistics 


of “food consumption in America. The 
Illinois iron-worker manages to consume 
393 pounds of meat per 100 units,and though 
this is excessive, 206% pounds are put 
down as the average of Pennsylvania; 
197% pounds for Ohio; 187% pounds for 
West Virginia; and 155 pounds for Ten- 
nessee. The average of flour for the 
States is about 250 pounds, but voracious 
Illinois again comes to the fore with 366 
pounds; and sugar, butter, and eggs are 
everywhere more lavishly used than in 
Burope. Here, as in Europe, iron and 
steel industries are found to be more self- 
indulgent than other trades, but the ex- 
penditure here is far above that of even 
the most extravagant worker in Europe. 
Much of the food accounted for in these 
figures is actually consumed, but a large 
margin must be allowed for what is wan- 
tonly destroyed, and when the history of 
the waste of food products in the United 
States comes to be written, it will contain 
some startling and not altogether pleasant 
reading. 
SOME FEATURES OF GALES. 

R. H. Curtis in describing the working 
of the bridled'“ anemometer says the 
greatest force of an individual gust which 
be has met with was registered in Decem- 
ber, 1891, and amounted to a rate of lil 
miles per hour, which, with the old factor, 
would be equivalent to a rate of about 160 
miles per hour. A speed from ninety to 
one ‘hundred miles an hour has often been 
recorded, but the usual limit for gusts 
may be taken to equal about eighty miles 
an hour, which, on the old scale, would 
be equivalent to about 120 miles an hour. 
Gales and strong winds differ very much 
in character, and Mr. Curtis has been able 
to group them into three general classes. 

e gales are essentially equal in char- 
acter, aad in ‘them the gusts constitute the 
main feature of the air motion. In an ay- 

erage gale, the ordinary gusts follow each 
seconds, while the heavier gusts occur at 
the rate of one per minute. In another 
class of gales the velocity of the wind is 
telerably steady. In the third class are 
gales which appear to be made up of two 
series of rapidly-succeeding squalls—the 
one series traveling at a comparatively 
how rate of velocity, the other at a much 
higher one, the wind force shifting rap- 
idly and very frequently from one series 
to the other. A characteristic of certain 
gales is a prolonged pulsation in the wind 
force recurring over so extended a period, 
with more or less regularity every twenty 
or thirty minutes.

NEW CRICKETING DEVICES. 

One of the most convincing evidences 
of the fact that Americans are learning 
to play as well as to work is the marked 
increase in the practice of all kinds of 
out-door sports in this country within 
the last few years.

OPPICIAL REAL ESTATE OFFICE. 


A circular bas been received from the 
Office of the State Board of Trade of 
San Franciseo, announcing that the State 
Board is adding to its exhibit and extend- 
ing its usefulness. New and capacious 
quarters have been secured on Market 
street, and many of the counties that 
maintained exhibits at the Midwinter Fair 
have contributed liberally from their dis- 
play. The board further announces that 
it win put forth renewed exertions in the 
direction Of promoting the settlement and 
upbulding of California, to which end 
they ask the co-operation of all counties 
and progressive citizens in the State. 
Among other projects which the board 
has on hand is one for the listing. of. 
property for sale. The board, in its cir-¢ 
cular, says: | 
“Among other projects which the board 
has devised for the convenience of stran- 
gers, who desire homes in California, is 
one which contemplates a listing of all the 
improved and unimproved places that are 
for sale in the State. Any person who 
has a place for sale can send to the State 
Board of Trade for suitable blanks for a 
description ot property, price, etc., 
which blanks, after being filled out, are 
to be returned to the board’s headquar- 
ters, where they will be kept in book 
form, by counties, for the convenience of 
the many people who call there daily 
for just such information as said descrip- 
tion 1 afford. By this means, néw- 
comers will be facilitated in their search 
for homes, and those who have land for 
sale will be assisted in their search for 
buyers. This work, instead of interfering 
with the business of real estate men, 
as some have suggested, will be found in

There was consid- 
erable opposition to the project at the 
time it was suggested by a minority of the 
board, and we believe that before 
long the majority will de willing 
to admit that this minority was in the 
right. If the State Board would do its 
best to maintain a complete and interest- 
ing exhibit of the resources of every 
county in the State, together with such 
authentic printed information as can be 
obtained about them, it would, we think, 
be doing all that can be asked of it. 
Anything further im the shape of de- 
tailed information regarding particular 
tracts of land that are for gale in the va- 
rious localities may safely be sent to the

The railway tie-up occurred shortly 
after his arrival, and he was cut off from 
his post of duty. It has been charged 
in many quarters that the Governor put 
himself in negotiation with the strikers, | 
with a view to securing their august 
permission for him to return to Sacra- 
mento on a Southern Pacific train, to be 
manned by them. We are satisfied that 
this was a misrepresentation, and that 
the Governor did the exact opposite of 
what has been charged; that he steadily 
refused to even consider the proposition of 
the strikers. He repeatedly declared 
while here that he would not go back 
to the capital if he had to go with any 
“strings” on him. It may be that there 
were indiscreet negotiations carried on 
with the strikers in Sacramento, looking 
to this end; but of this we are not surely 
advised. 
While these are the facts touching the 
Governor’s attitude in the emergency —facts 
which ought to be set down to his credit 
and the benefit of which he should no: 
be denied—it was still most unfortu 
for himself, at least—that he did not, or 
could not, earlier return to his post of 
duty. We believe that he couli have re- 
turned, by rail, even in the midst of

IMMIGRATION MUST BE RESTRICTED. 


A large manufacturer from Frankfort, 
Germany, who represents the largest steel 
works in the world, next to those of Krupp, 
employing 12,000 men, Bas been visiting 
Chicago, and expresses astonishment at 
the discontent which prevails among the 
workingmen there, when they are getting 
more than twice as much pay as they re- 
ceive for similar work in Burope.

employees must refuse to haul coal mined 
by non-union miners who refuse to recog- 
mize and obey orders for a general strike; 
denounced the locomotive engineers for not 
sacrificing an engineer who declined to 
abandon his train during the Great North- 
ern strike; opened its doors to those who 
have been expelled from other labor or- 
ganizations; declared war upon the un- 
offending public and cailways that never 
gave them any cause for grievance by 
ordering à general boycott of all Pullman 
sleeping and dining-cars“ because the 
workmen in a single car-building shop— 
said to be the dest-pald mechanics in 
America—had struck for higher pay under 
instructions of the president of ‘the Amer- 
ican Railway Union whom they had voted.

He Scatters Somewhat, b but Gets There an 
the Same. 

LOS ANGELES, July 22, 1894,—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) Will you permit me 
to occupy a little space in your valuable 
2 to explain my views ot the result 

of the great strike and fts causes. I am an 
American, and confess that I have been in 
bad company; my eyes are being opened. 
For one, I have turned my back on the 
foreigner who has come to this country, 
and, with assumed kingly power, under- 
taken to arrange the intricate methods of 
American labor. Now, while I maintain 
that labor has every natural right to or- 
ganize that any railroad corporation has, 
yet I can see very plainly that we have 
been under the rule of foreign influence, 
and that anarchy and dynamite have ruined 
our cause. In many of our conéultations 
the American-born striker bas protested 
against the methods adopted, and I for 
one am through with all such combina- 
tions. I can see but one way of correct- 
ing the evils of monopoly, and that is the 
ballot box. Now, while I have been pos- 
sibly as loud tn condemning The Times ag 
any one, I confers that its position in the 
main is correct. You must not, however, 
class the true American with the detesta- 
ble foreign murderer, who always sneaks 
into the ranks of labor whenever a labor 
protest is made. Nothing is — that 
that a division will speedily de made as 
between foreign and American labor. The 
lax methods of enforcing the immigration 
laws should be a question for all of our 
labar unions to carefully consider at our 
next election. 

We will never stop devising methods to 
force a fair division as between capital and 
labor, but to carry it on lines that will 


ernment 
will tolerate. Our political bosses of all 
parties are now being put under the micro- 
scope, and we find in them a worse mo- 
nopoly than eleewhere. They have com- 
bined with the railroad kings, and pre- 
tended ons thing to us and done quite 
another. In the coming elections you will 8 
see an expression which will knock h—~ 
out of several bosses. 
Trusts are now at work in 
heaping shame upon the dignity of honest 
legislation.

How Costs of Administration in the Mell 
Estate Will Be Taxed. 

In Department Two Judge Clark ee 
prepared an opinion in the matter of the 
estate of D. A. Mell, deceased. The widow 
of Mell petitioned the court to have a lot 
of land with a dwelling thereon, upon 
which the deceased had, in his lifetime, 
filed a declaration of homestead, set apart 
to her. The evidence showed the home- 
stead to have been selected from com- 
munity property, and it was admitted to 
de of less than $5000 in value. The petition 
was contested by the executor of the will 
upon the ground that the homestead con- 
stituted the entire estate of the decedent, 
and that, if the petition was granted there 
would be no funds with which to pay the 
costs of administration. — 

“Expenses of administration,” says the 
court, in his opinion ‘are not, I think, 
debts within the meaning of sec. 1265, 


Civil Code, and if the property selected as 
homestead does constitute the entire. 


a 
estate of decedent, dt would seem to be

The first section of the amend- 
atory act provides that ‘from and after 
the filing for record of said declaration, the 
husband and wife shall be deemed to hold 
said homestead as joint tenants, and all 
homesteads heretofore appropriated and 
acquired by the husband and wife under 
the act to which this act is amendatory, 
shall be deemed to be held by such hus- 
band and wife in joint tenancy.’ In Me- 
Quade vs. Whaley (31 Cal., 526,) the power 
of the Legislature to thus "create an estate 
in joint tenancy was doubted. It was held 
that the acts of 1851 and 1860 should be 
construed in pari materia, and that if the 


latter did make ‘the husband and 
wife joint tenants in. . homesteads 
acquired under the former. such 


joint tenancy did not become perfected 
until the declaration of homestead was 
filed, as required by the amendatory act. 
Again, in Rich vs. Tubbs (41 Cal., 36) 
and Levins vs. Rovegno (71 Cal., 2730 the 
Supreme Court was called upon to construe 
the act of 1860 and define the character 
of the estate held by the husband and 
wife in a homestead selected under, and 
governed by, its provisions, and the con- 
clusion there reached was that while the 
first section of the act, standing alone, 
might create a joint tenancy, with all 
the intidents of that estate, yet the first 
section should be construed in connection 


with the fourth section of the act, which 
provides that upon the death of the hus- 
band or wife,, the homestead should be 
set apart by the Probate Court for the ben- 
efit of the survivor, and his or her legiti- 
mate children, and that, when so con- 
strued, the homestead did not, under its 
provisions, become an estate in joint ten- 
ancy in the sense of the common law defi- 
nition of the term, and the statute was 
but a statute of descent and distribution, 
applicable to property which had been ap- 
propriated as a homestead. 

“The act of 1851 was again amended in 
1862, and sec. 4, as amended, instead of 
providing that upon the death of one of 
the spouses, the homestead should be 
set apart to the survivor and the legiti- 
mate children, declared that it should 
‘vest absolutely in the survivor and be 
held by the survivor as fully and amply 
as the same was hell by them, or either 
of them, immediately preceding the death 
of the deceased.’ This amendment would 
seem to obviate the difficulty in construc- 
tion found in Rich vs. Tubbs and Le- 
vins vs. Rovegno, and to make the estate 
of the spouses in a homestead appropri- 
ated under the act of 1851, as thus 
amended, whether selected from the sep- 
arate or community property, a joint es- 
tate, and such seéms to have been the 
understanding and intent of the Legisla- 
175 at the passage of the codes in 

4 

While a homestead selected from com- 
munity property is not a part of a de- 
ceased husband’s estate, and is not, there- 
fore, liable for the costs of administration 
of such estate, and no action by the 
court, possibly, is necessary; yet the law 
provides that it shall be, by the court, 
set apart to the one in whom the title 
vests, and, as before said, the costs in- 
cident to ‘such proceeding must be paid 
from some source. The policy and justice 
of the rule, which permits the surviving 
wife to take the homestead, freed from 
the expenses of the funeral of the de- 
ceased, and other costs of administration, 
may be doubted, but the remedy is with 
the Legislature, and not with the courts. 
And the fact that decedent and petitioner 
were at the time of the selection of the 
homestead and the death of the decedent, 
living separate and apart, they not having 
been divorced, cannot change the rule. 
The petition will be granted upon proof 
of the payment of the costs incident 


thereto.“
